At that 
time, there were Teporta of outrages 
brought down from the north country 
and President McGeorge and others ad- 
vocated a head tax on negroes for $1,006 
each, Since tha, there have been others 
who have come down from the north 
who declared the negroes were: crowding 
the white people out and committing 
depredation unspeakable to mention.
